At the very root of the mail-order business lies the 
desire of the customer to get bargains. 

Thousands upon thousands of people scan metro- 
politan papers every day in eager expectation of being 
able to buy at some large store or other an article 
which they may or may not really want, because it is 
offered in the newspaper advertisements at a price a 
few cents, or a few dollars, less than the same article 
can be obtained for from the retail merchant in the 
home neighborhood. 

In the farm houses and village homes of the coun- 
try, there are other thousands upon thousands of peo- 
ple who kill time by the perusal of the immense price- 
lists delivered at their doors by the catalogue houses 
and their silent partner, Uncle Sam. They see many 
articles pictured before them of whose existence they 
had not hitherto dreamed, articles of comfort and of 
luxury, at prices that seem not merely reasonable, but 
low. They see also pictures of familiar things, such as 
are displayed by their local merchants, and in the pic- 
tures the goods seem to be equal in quality to those they 
see in the local stores. Then the price catches their 
eye and forgetting altogether that the local dealer has 
paid freight upon his goods and perforce has added it 
to the price—forgetting, too, that they themselves will 
have to pay the freight—they come to the false conclu- 
sion that the country merchant has overcharged them 
in the past and will do so in the future. Then they 
take their pens in hand to write to the catalogue houses 
and fatten their exchequers, thinking that they are 
thereby escaping extortion. 













































































The catalogue houses find their main support, then, 
from those who wish for and buy cnly the cheapest 
class of goods. The demand for the better class of 
goods, such as are made by the best manufacturers and 
handled by the best jobbers, is decreased accordingly. 

To combat the catalogue-house competition the man- 
ufacturer and jobber, therefore, must join hands with 
the retail merchant in the districts given to mail-order 
buying and all must work together for the common 
good. There must be proper advertising of good 
goods, so that retail customers may be educated to buy 
the best. It should not be very difficult to convince 
the farmer—who has learned many a bitter lesson by 
experience—that the cheapest is not always the best; 
that there are gold bricks in every mail-order cata- 
logue.

Pig iron and diamonds are the true barometers of trade 
conditions. When iron is prosperous, with strong demand 
and high prices, precious stones are always in the ascendant. 
Last year the production of pig iron reached the enormous 
total of 25,300,000 tons, the price rose, and at the present 
time iron products cam not be obtained at deliveries sooner 
than four to six months. Last year the United States im- 
ported diamonds to the value of $34,000,000, by far the 
largest amount in our history. Diamonds and pig iron 
travel up and down the scale together.” 

This will probably strike most people as a new 
view of the markets, but it has reason behind it. We 
used to hear a good deal at one time about the price 
of silver and the price of wheat keeping pace with one 
another—which they didn’t—and the prophet of that 
doctrine still has his followers. But the idea that a 
prime luxury like diamonds and a commodity that has 
grown to be a prime necessity in modern life, like pig 
iron, should rise and fall in price together is based on 
a sounder economic foundation. 

High prices for pig iron indicate a large demand 
and a large demand means that plenty of constructive 
work is going on in the country—a condition that ex- 
ists only when “times are good”—that is, when capital 
lends itself freely to enterprise and there is plenty of 
employment for labor. Then the people can afford 
luxuries and diamonds are in good demand.

enjoyed, as it logically should be, by the manufactur- 
ers of their northern neighbor and diplomatic friend, 
the United States. 
In his speech at the recent Trans-Mississippi Com- 
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mercial Congress Mr. Barrett spoke plainly on the 
subject and sought to make clear to all his hearers 
some of the principal reasons why the volume of trace 
between North America and South America is s 
small compared with what it might be. He mentioned 
among others the barriers of language and of lineage. 
which are by no means insurmountable difficulties i) 
international trade, and then proceeded as follows: 

‘Another lamentable adverse factor corollary to that 
of language and lineage is what may be frankly termed 
our ‘holier than thou’ attitude. In cther words, the 
statesmen, newspapers, writers, travelers, and busi- 
ness agents of the United States, when discussing or 
dealing with Latin America, have too much and too 
characteristically ‘patronized’ the peoples, customs, in- 
stitutions, and governments of their sister American 
nations.” 

This statement was probably an eye-opener to many 
of those who heard it, but there is little doubt of its 
absolute truth or of its importance. The people of the 
South American republics, highly developed as the) 
undoubtedly are in all that pertains to civilization and 
progress, maintaining capitals and building cities that 
compare favorably with any on earth in architecture 
and in liberal institutions, are entitled to resent con- 
temptuous or flippant treatment, just as we ourselves 
should and do resent such treatment from any for- 
eigner. 

It took no little courage on Mr. Barrett’s part thus 
fermally to charge the press and people of the United 
States with “patronizing” their sister American na- 
tions, but we fear the accusation must be indorsed 
“true bill” and an indictment must be returned. 

If we were to hear more of the glories of the great 
South American cities in which such magnificent re- 
ceptions were tendered to Secretary of State Root last 
fall, and were treated to less of the patronizing flip- 
pancy cf stay-at-home paragraphers to whom every 
South American is a lightning-change revolutionist, 
we should probably think it worth our while to secure 
a larger share of South American trade.

You know whom I mean! You, the retailer of

furnaces and heating systems ; you of the tinshop. 

“In Paris,” says one writer, “there is nothing hap- 
hazard about the disposition of goods in the window of 
the humblest store.” 

\Vhy should there be anything haphazard about the 
disposition of goods in an American show window? 

If an attractive window display proves irresistible 
and pays in Paris, France, it will prove irresistible and 
pay in Paris, Kentucky, or Peoria, Illinois. Human 
nature is the same on both sides of the Atlantic. 

What’s that I hear? You say you can’t make an 
attractive display with hardware or stoves! Why, 
friends, in my European travels, I have seen the win- 
dows of feed-stores so attractively trimmed with 
grasses and grains that I almost wished I was a horse 
And listen to what our writer says on this point about 
the Paris windows: “Even such dull and practical! 
supplies as dog biscuits and garden seeds are made to 
produce their effect in the windows of the shops where 
they are sold.” 

Let’s be honest with ourselves about this thing. Our 
windows are dirty and disreputable, dull and disorder- 
ly. Therefore, they don’t sell goods, while the Paris 
windows do, 

Let us learn from our fellow-merchants of Paris 
and clean up, brighten up and cheer up. 

Then when we have dusted and rearranged our dis- 
play, let us photograph it for THe AMERICAN 
ARTISAN’S window competition before it is too late. 
A prize check for fifty dollars is always welcome.

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THINKS IRON A PUZZLE. 





The iron situation to-day is unique, says The Bul- 
lectin of the Chicago Commercial Association. The 
business has been so prosperous as to exceed all rec- 
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ords, rises in prices during the past year have been 
phenomenal, and yet, never has the trade entered upon 
a new year with such a diversity of opinion as to what 
the coming twelve months may bring forth. In 1906 
the production of pig iron was a little more than 25,- 
000,000 tons. This is an increase of but about 10 per 
cent over the production of 1905, and yet the furnaces 
were taxed to their full capacity. The consumption, 
on the other hand, increased fully 25 per cent, which 
means that 800,000 tons of iron were imported. 

The whole problem, therefore, seems to devolve on 
the question as to whether there will be a continued 
demand throughout the year. All dealers concede that 
not more than 27,000,000 tons of iron can be produced 
in 1907. If the consumption keeps up at the present 
rate there will again be a shortage of iron, under 
which conditions and prices are sure to advance.

THE SOUTHERN IRON SITUATION. 





That there are many southern industries whose 
prosperity is intimately connected with and dependent 
upon the iron producing companies is unquestionably 
true, so that in getting at the correct situation of the 
latter there will be a corresponding enlightenment in 
regard to the former. From reports made to The 
Tradesman direct by a large number of the furnace 
companies of the South, we are able to say that 
there is nothing in connection with the iron situation 
in the South that is not in a high degree satisfactory. 

It is true that there is a general complaint about 
labor, mostly in regard to its irregularity where ne- 
groes are employed, but even with that drawback 
there are those who say they prefer that kind of labor 
to any other obtainable in the South, and that it is 
largely a question of labor that enables Southern fur- 
nace companies to control prices in open markets. 
There has been a strong tendency with all of these 
companies to prevent advances in price beyond what 
conditions warranted. With their product sold into 
the second and third quarter of the year, as is the case 
in most instances, it would not be difficult to advance 
prices considerably beyond present ruling, but there 
is no such disposition, as that policy would tend to 
disturb the smooth sailing that now lies before pro- 
ducers, which they declare to be the most satisfactory 
in its history. 

The new year, therefore, holds nothing at the pres- 
ent time which the iron trade of the South feels in the 
least apprehensive over, and so that same feeling ex- 
tends to those other industries which are allied to it. 

There are those who say a decline is to be expected, 
but will not indicate when it is to be looked for or 
from what causes it will be brought about. These 
causes may be a financial crisis, which some well- 
known and far-sighted business men have said was in 
store in the not far distant future, or from short crops, 
but there does not appear to be any cloud on the hori- 
zon that now spans the outlook for the iron trade of 
the South—The Tradesman, Chattanooga, Tenn.

THE OPENING SESSION. 





The convention assembled in the Assembly Room 


of the First Regiment Armory at 1:30 p. m., Wednes- 
day, Feb. 13. 

President Frank B. McKenney of Rockford called 
the meeting to order. 

The Rev. James Rowe of Chicago was introduced 
and invoked the divine blessing upon the proceedings 
of the convention. 

President McKenney stated that Mayor Dunne had 
found it impossible to attend the convention person- 
ally and welcome them to Chicago, but in his stead had 
sent Col. J. Hamilton Lewis, the corporation counsel 
of the city, to welcome the delegates. 


Col. Lewis’ Welcome. 


Colonel Lewis introduced his remarks by saying that 
he had been unexpectedly called upon by Mr. W. H. 
Bennett to address the convention, and in spite of the 
fact that he was engaged in the trial of an important 
lawsuit he felt inclined to meet the request of the 
Mayor and Mr. Bennett. After telling a humorous 
story illustrating the incident of Mr. Bennett calling 
upon him, he said: 

I have nothing to do with you hardware men, except I re- 
member once I was a student of a certain lawyer and I was 
told by the lawyer of the experience of a little fellow who 
went down town to a neighboring hardware store.. This little 
fellow asked the hardware man if they had any files. The 
hardware man immediately said: “Yes,” they had these files 
The boy said he would like to have a great many, and the 
hardware man says to the boy, “How many?” He says, 
“Well, I will go back and find out,” and he went back to the 
Jawyer and says, “How many shall I get?” The lawyer says, 
“How many what?” “Files.” “Files for what? What do you 
mean, in the hardware store?” The boy says, “You told me 
to file away all these papers, didn’t you?” 

I think from that time on the only experience I had with 
hardware men was that which I have had in my official life, 
and which I desire at this time to say has been exceedingly 
pleasant. I am glad to hear from Mr. Bennett a fact which 
I had not thought of at all before, and that is that the hard- 
ware men more correctly illustrate the general pulse of the 
public than probably any other line of business there is, for 
the reason that people when prosperous demand a great deal 
of iron and steel, and the products of those industries that 
depend upon iron and steel, and when they are not prospe: 
ous the hardware men, particularly the retailers, are the very 
first to feel the change in the commercial world. I had not 
a knowledge ofthat fact until your distinguished membe: 
brought it to my attention. 

Since as the corporation counsel of this city and actin; 
for the mayor I am permitted to come and welcome you her 
in a convention which you have chosen to hold her 
in the city of Chicago, there are a few words I would like t 
say to men of your kind—to the men who represent the kind 
of business you follow. I would like to speak to the spir' 
you represent, and I would like to say to you that you hav 
never lived in your life in the past nor will you live in tl 
future when there was so much necessity for what you real! 
represent as in the present hour. There never was a time in 
the history of this, our government, when men of your kin 
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re so needed to preserve all of the things for which your 
ers fought and died and all the things your children hope 
in the future. I refer to that necessity of plain business 
esty on the part of the plain business man who seeks no 
favors, asks a fair fight, wants his government to deal hon- 
estly with his fellow man and denies the right of any man 
to oppress him. 

The city of Chicago has been built up to the splendid pro- 
portions that it has through the exertions of such men as 
yourselves. You can understand that she owes much to 
you business men. The men of your class gave their time to 
Chicago. They gave their sweat and toil to Chicago and gave 
the sacrifice of business to Chicago. The men you represent 
are the class of men who started with small capital, whose 
greatest capital was not their money, but the honor they 
had in their business; the credit they obtained from other 
men vested and rested not upon the material property they 
had, but upon the soul of honor they possessed; a class of 
men who are credited by the manufacturers not upon the 
property they possessed, but upon the name they possessed; 
the men who were credited by the communities in which they 
lived not for the house they lived in, but for the atmosphere 
they lived in; a class of men who are credited by their whole 
community not for their bank account, but for the account of 
respectability they possessed in the community in which they 
resided. 

I am glad to bid you welcome to the city of Chicago, and 
all she represents, because she has been built up more out of 
such a class of men as you represent than any others. We 
trust you will find the city agreeable, and our boulevards and 
parks and our streets entertaining. I extend to you the wel- 
come of the city of Chicago—to you retail hardware men of 
the great state of Illinois. 

Mr. Cormick’s Response. 

H. G, Cormick of Centralia responded to the wel- 
come of Colonel Lewis. He said: 

Colonel Lewis, Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Con- 
vention: The beautiful sentiments that have just been voiced 
from this platform are the peer of any of the kind that I have 
ever listened to. But I had expected to respond to Mayor 
Dunne and had prepared to do so. I am reminded of the 
German who missed his boy. He says: “I lost my boy, und I 
think he must have run away. I don’t know where to find 
him, und I looked all around for that boy everywhere, und I 
could not find him at all. Well, I found him at last, und 
where do you think I found him? I found him sitting on a 
curbstone, und I looked at him und he looked at me. Then 
I said to him ‘Shtood up,’ und he shtood up. I put my arms 
around his neck and he put his arms around my neck, und I 
criel und he cried. Then I looked at that boy again, und it 
was not him,” That illustrates my position exactly. 

Colonel Lewis, I would ask that you convey to the mayor 
the fact that we have appreciated the heartiness of your wel- 
come. We rejoice that we have with us today representa- 
tives from the various cities dotting the fertile prairies of our 
corn belt, richer than which there is none on the face of the 
earth. We have with us now representatives of that beauti- 
ful city, the chemical laboratories of which produce more rev- 
enue to Uncle Sam than any other. (Laughter.) We have 
men here from the home of the Elgin watch and the creamery 
butter, which is everywhere sold to the department stores. 
Last but not least, we come to you from “Egypt,” the home 
ef the luscious strawberry and the bright red apple and the 
excellent coal that makes the city of Chicago inhabitable. 

The tendency of the times has been towards consolidation. 

This association, therefore, became a necessity, and to those 
of us who have been in close touch with this organization 
ice it began it is apparent that our organization has made 
members more liberal in their dealings with each other 

d they have bettered their own condition by our association. 

t let ts remember that our business is only an incident in 
r lives. Don’t forget that the strength and greatness of a 
‘tion does not lie in the sinews of its people or in the 

ney bags of its traders, but that it lies in the devotion of 
citizens to all that is true, good and beautiful, and the 

tred of all that is evil, false and ignoble. Thanking you 
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again, sir, for your hearty welcome, I leave you with this sen- 
timent : 
“Keep a task in your hands, for you must labor; 
By deeds true happiness is won. 
For foe and for friend and for neighbor, 
Rejoice there is much to be done. 
Endeavor by crowning life’s duty 
With joy-giving song and with smile, 
To make the world fuller of beauty, 
Because you are in it awhile.” 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


President McKenney then addressed the convention 
as follows: 

I see the secretary has fixed the program so that the next 
thing is an address by the President. I hardly know what 
to say to you. Last year I was in the hardware business 
when I appeared before you for the first time in public. This 
year I am out of it. I have been in the hardware business 
twenty-six or twenty-seven years, and thirty-seven years be- 
hind the counter. 

I want to tell you that thirty-seven years behind the 
counter is a long time, and you that have been there that 
many years all know that there are a good many knocks 
during such a time. There are a great many tribulations 
and a great many kicks, hard to overcome. 

Now I am out of the business I probably can talk to 
you a little different from what I could before. 

JUST A FEW DONT’. 

There are a few “don’ts” that I would like to mention to 
you, and one of them is this: All of our troubles with our 
competitors are a blessing in a way, because they teach us 
a great many things we do not know; and there are quite 
a number of us that think we have not enough business to 
attend to ourselves and once in a while we butt in and try 
to help the other fellow out—try to tell him what he ought 
to do with his business; that his prices are not right and all 
this and that—they are too low, or too high. Now, don’t 
do that. I have always found it better to be pretty busy and 
mind my own business, Don’t mind your competitor but 
mind your own business. You will like yourself better and 
like your competitor better. 

CUT DOWN CREDITS. 

Now, there are a few other things that I have ex- 
perienced in closing out my business. I have what you all, 
I think, have, though I hope you have not—several book 
accounts. Now, I have tried for the last year to keep my 
book accounts down, and I have made up my mind in settling 
up my business that if I ever go into the retail business 
again I will keep just as few book accounts as I possibly can. 

Don’t extend credit to everybody because your com- 
petitor does, or because other folks do, or because they can 
get the goods at the other fellow’s. Let them get them. 
Use your own judgment and get your money. Do your busi- 
ness on a cash basis. Your customer will like you better. 
You have all got: customers that after you get settled up 
with them will want additional credit. You have a good cus- 
tomer again until he gets some more goods. Now, just cut 
that fellow out. Those people have cost me lots of money 
Don’t have anything to do with them. Just tell them you 
are doing a cash business. 

CONDITION OF THE ASSOCIATION. 

I don’t expect to meet with you again in this state, but 
I want to thank you all for the courtesies that you have 
shown me; also to thank you for the increase that has come 
to this association, both in finances and in members. A year 
ago I think when our meeting wound up we had something 
like 375 members. Today, we have over 1,000 in good stand- 
ing. (Applause.) We had, I think, a very few dollars in 
the treasury, not over a hundred dollars—while after all 
debts are paid up to date, we must now have something 
like $1,500 in the treasury. Now, this association is on a 
good financial basis. This state has in it eligible members 
to the number of &on, and T hope by a year from this time 
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wherever you meet that you will be able to count those 800 
members with dues all paid and with $10,000 in your treas- 
ury. Where there is union there is strength, and when there 
is a little money in the’treasury there is a better feeling. 

You have a great many things to contend with in your 
trade. I have read of a certain concern in a certain city 
that did during the year last past seventy-five millions of 
dollars’ worth of business through this country. That busi- 
ness was distributed among ten million customers, and if 
my information is correct over four millions of dollars of 
this seventy-five millions was in your line. Now, what are 
you going to do about it? I cannot tell you what to do. 
I am not going to tell you what to do; that is up to you. 

NO USE FOR BOYCOTTS. 

Never boycott anybody. Don’t tell any man in any line 
of business that he can’t do business; that he has no right 
to do business. He has that right, and has the right to do 
business according to his ideas the same as you have. Now, 
it is up to you in your own individual way to curtail that 
four million dollars in your line, but don’t boycott anybody, 
or tell them they must not do this or must not do that, be- 
cause the minute you do that, you antagonize not only one 
but several people, and antagonism is not a good thing in 
business. It is not a good thing anywhere. 

I want to thank you all for your attention and for your 
attendance. Under the circumstances we have a_ larger 
attendance than I expected to see. 

The Chicago Hardware Show, as you have all seen, is a 
grand success in spite of the difficulties they have had to 
contend with in the way of an unfortunate fire which has 
forced us to meet here. Mr. Lott and his assistants have 
done the best they possibly could, and I want you all to 
appreciate that fact by being at every meeting and being 
here on time, because we are going to be called on time. 
I think that the manufacturers who are exhibiting their 
wares to you in the Coliseum are entitled to all the courtesies 
that you can extend to them, because it is a benefit to them 
and it is beneficial to you, and most of you will see things 
there in all lines that you probably did not know were 
made. Again I thank you.

H. G. Cormick of Centralia addressed the conven- 
tion-and said that he was a member of the board of 
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directors of the Illinois Retail Merchants’ Association, 
and that that association appreciated the Hardware 
Association of Illinois more than any other one th ng 
in the state. He had been present at Peoria the daj 
before and said they had requested him to extend to 
the Hardware Association the best wishes of their 
organization. 

President McKenney then extended an invitation tc 
anyone present to address the convention. 

Dennis McLaughlin of Chicago called the attention 
of the convention to the fact that Secretary C. A. Peck 
of the Wisconsin Retail Hardware Association Was in 
the room, and on motion a committee was appointed to 
escort him to the platform. 

President McKenney invited Mr. Peck to address 
the convention. 


ADDRESS BY C. A. PECK. 





Mr. Peck met with a rousing welcome, and spoke as 
follows: 

Gentlemen: I came down to bring the greetings of th 
Wisconsin association to your association, notwithstanding 
you have knocked us out of the first place. We do not 
hold it against you. A year ago we numbered 618, which | 
think was the largest association except Minnesota. W*< 
stood second, but I think today Wisconsin stands way behind, 
fourth or fifth, possibly sixth, because unfortunately w: 
have not got so many dealers as other states. We have only 
about 950 dealers in Wisconsin. We have 640 of them in 
the association—perhaps 650. So I guess there is only on 
state—that is North Dakota—that excels us in the percentage 
of membership. 

There are many ways that we can win out in these ass 
ciations if we only have the backbone, grit and pluck. 

Mr. Peck then described the advertising means 
adopted by a member of the Wisconsin Association t 
secure business, which was related by a delevate to the 
Wisconsin meeting. He said one of the most success- 
ful grocerymen he ever knew of was a man that never 
disagreed with his customers, no matter what the) 
said to him. The best way to win was to keep on the 
right side, have grit and spit on your hand and go 
ahead. Mr. Peck told the following story to illustrate 


this point: 

An Irishman in San Francisco saw a bulletin advertising 
for laborers at $1 an hour. He said “That is me; I want 
that job.” He went to the employment office and put in 
his application and the man said, “All right, you can have it.’ 
Pat says, “I want to work twelve hours, and I want the jol 
fér all summer.” The man says, “All right, you can have 
it, go ahead.” “But what do you want me to do?” He says, 
“Go down here to the bay and we will give you a diving 
suit to put on, one of these with a helmet, with glass all 
around. You go down and dig in a wreck, that we are 
trying to get some property out of, but you cannot stay mor‘ 
than two or three hours.” He says, “I will stay ten hours, 
and I may want to work fourteen hours a day.” “All right, 
go down.” They instructed him in his signals and he hadn't 
been down more than fifteen minutes before he gave th 
signal to come up, They puled him up and got him on 
deck and there was a froth all over the glass in the helmet 
Evidently he had had a fit. They resuscitated him. le 
says, “I don’t want the job at all.” “Pat, what is the mat- 
ter?” He says, “Begorra, I'll not work on any job wher 
can’t spit on my hands.” Gentlemen, if you want to w! 
out and beat all these department stores and mail ord 
houses, “spit on your hands.” 

I suppose I might say something about* insurance. 
don’t know why every last one of you have not got you! 
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lines of fire insurance with the hardware companies. 
\linnesota paid back this year 45 per cent—just like finding 
Iowa is saving 35 per cent. The National is paying 
pack a good liberal dividend and I am too modest to say in 
anything but a whisper that Wisconsin is paying back 40 
ner cent. While we may not solicit you at your store you 
know where the different secretaries live. 
| wish that I might say something that would cement 
every one of you members, so that you would go home and 
get your competitor into the association if he is not already 
in. It makes a better competitor out of him; it makes a 
better merchant and a better dealer in every respect—these 
associations do. Let us stand shoulder to shoulder and vic- 
tory is ours just as sure as fate. 
Address by Charles Smith. 

President McKenney invited “Uncle” Charles Smith 
to address the convention. 

Mr. Smith addressed the meeting briefly. He said: 
“Gentlemen, I was raised a Methodist, and a Methodist 
don’t amount to much if he can’t get up and make a 
sermon from any text. I am quite glad to see you 
anyhow. I feel flattered, gentlemen, to think that I 
am recognized by such an organization as this, and as 
I told Mr. Williams this morning, there is something 
more here in this gathering than the business of a 
traveling man or a manufacturer. I never knew a 
man so ignorant but what I could get some new idea 
from him.” 

Referring to the fraternal feeling that he said should 
exist between hardware dealers, Mr. Smith said: 
“There is no place in this country where men stick to- 
gether better than the hardware dealers do in the city 
of Chicago. I don’t know of any place where men 
will go to more inconvenience to help each other than 
they will in this city. I don’t know where there is 
one dealer in this city that will cut the price to beat: 
another. 

“I am glad to see the association growing. I am 
getting along in years, but I like to deal with live men, 
and you are certainly alive. I thank you for your 
kindness.” 

Mr. Williams of Streator called the attention of the 
convention to the Question-box and urged every dele- 
gate to prepare a question on some subiect for 
discussion. 

The convention then adjourned until the next morn- 
ing, Thursday, at 9:30 o’clock. 

THURSDAY MORNING, FEB. 14. 

President McKenney called the meeting to order in 
executive session at 10 a.m. The convention hall was 
well filled with delegates at the opening. 

President McKenney: The first thing on the pro- 
gram, gentlemen, is the report of the secretary. 

Secretary L. D. Nish made the following report: 


Secretary’s Report. 

Gentlemen and Members of the Illinois Retail Hardware 
Association: In coming before you this year I do so with 
considerable pride from the fact that we are the largest 
retail hardware association in the United States (applause), 
ind-I believe from the letters that I have received during 
the past year that our membership is growing more en- 
thusiastic than ever. We now number a membership in 
good standing of 943, and a membership enrolled of approx- 
imately 1,050. We have taken in during the past year 343 
ew members. Yesterday I noticed that we added between 
20 and 25 new members. 

Of course with increased membership the business of 
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the office of secretary has also increased. I was looking over 
my filing cases before I came to the convention this year, 
and I find that you can multiply the cases by five over that 
of any previous year. So you will understand, gentlemen, 
the correspondence the secretary has had to take care of. 
I have issued from my office between 16,000 and 20,000 let- 
ters. This does not include the issuing of the program. 

Secretary Nish then gave a detailed report of the 
amount collected in dues from the membership, from 
the program and other minor items, making a total 
of receipts of $3,561.73. He also gave a list of the 
expenditures on account of his office. Continuing, he 
said: 

I spoke just now of the. correspondence. The members 
have been very good in keeping the secretary informed on 
matters that were of vital interest to the association, but 
I assure you, gentlemen, that each of you should make it a 
personal matter to send all the information that you are 
able to pick up. You may think “Well, the other fellow 
will do that.” Don’t stop for them; just mail it in. Also 
there is no harm done if the secretary does receive a. dozen 
or more items on the same subject. It will show your in 
terest, and I have arranged for a classification of these sub- 
jects. I am in constant touch with the national organization, 
and it proposes to systematize the work that it may be more 
effective. These plans are in embryo at the present time, but 
I am convinced that they will result in much good. 

Of the complaints that have come to the secretary | 
will say that most of them have not conformed to the 
regulations of the by-laws. Complaints sent in should be 
the facts and substantiated as far as possible by affidavits 
something that is substantial evidence. Notwithstanding this, 
I have gone into a great many subjects and haye some very 
pleasant correspondence with manufacturers and jobbers 
which I believe has resulted in great good to the retail hard- 
ware interests, and I will assure you that these letters from 
manufacturers and jobbers are of a different tome and 
character from what they were four years ago. They are 
more anxious, I should say, to get into the band-wagon and 
be with us and work along the lines that we are endeavoring 
to work out for the interests of the hardware dealers 

Such complaints as haye been properly submitted I 
have turned over to the investigating committee, and I pre- 

sume the investigating committee will report later on in the 
convention. 

Gentlemen, I can think of nothing more that will cover 
the year’s work, and I thank you for the compliments and 
kindness and courtesy that I have received at your hands 
during the past year. 

On motion the report of the secretary was received 
and placed on file. 

Treasurer’s Report. 

President McKenney called for the report of H. E. 
Gnadt, treasurer. 

Treasurer Gnadt made a detailed report of the re- 
ceipts and expenditures during the vear. He reported 
total receipts of $3,147.53, and total disbursements of 
$2,245.28, with a balance in the treasury of $902.25. 

On motion the report was received and referred to 
the auditing committee. 

President McKenney invited all visiting delegates 
from other state associations to take seats on the plat- 
form. 

D. B. Carter, of Indianapolis, a member of the In- 
diana association, came forward and addressed the 
meeting briefly, saying it gave him pleasure to meet so 
many delegates of the Illinois association. 

Reports of committees were called for. 

O. A. Howe, of Streator, chairman of the Investi- 
gating Committee, made the report of that committee. 
He said a great many complaints had come in, but

very few were in proper shape for investigation— 
properly prepared with affidavits, etc. Secretary Nish 
had gone into the matter and his report on the sub- 
ject would be more in detail. Mr. Howe said he had 
a few suggestions to make to the meeting. Among 
the suggestions made was one that additional arrange- 
ments should be made so that the secretary could han- 
dle the correspondence coming to him more expedi- 
tiously. He assured the delegates that it was quite 
heavy. He also suggested various subjects for dis- 
cussion in executive session. He suggested a legisla- 
tive committee for the amendment of the pure food 
law—some way to force honest advertising of the 
article advertised. 

It was moved that the discussion of the report of the 
investigating committee be taken up at the afternoon 
session. 

Thereupon the convention took a recess until 1 
o'clock p. m. 


THURSDAY AFTERNOON, FEBRUARY 14. 





President McKenney called the meeting to order in 
executive session at 1:30 p. m. He introduced Mr. 
William M. Pratt, vice-president of the American 
Hardware Manufacturers’ Association. 


.-Address of Wiliiam M. Pratt. 


Mr. President and gentlemen of the I[linois Retail Hard- 
ware Association: It gives me great pleasure to appear 
here as vice-president of the American Hardware Manufac- 
turers’ Association, and to extend the right hand of fel- 
lowship; to say to you that we are interested in your 
welfare and rejoice in your prosperity, and to express the 
hope that as you know us better you will love us more. 
Gentlemen, we are both the servants of a common cause, 
and that cause is the consuming public. We make and 
you sell, but we are both at the beck and call of the man 
behind the gun who uses the goods. 

Gentlemen, when you render the consumer most ex- 
cellent service we are undoubtedly benefited and we appre- 
ciate it, and when we make excellent goods for you to sell 
we have indirectly added to your prestige. The theory that 
is sometimes advanced that the manufacturer is not interested 
in your welfare is absolutely false. The manufacturer should 
be the retailer’s firm ally, and the connection should be 
both offensive and defensive. 

I am a great believer also, gentlemen, in organization. 
It would not be possible to accomplish much without or- 
ganization. In this way it is possible to accomplish 
much that it would not be possible to accomplish 
in any other way. There are some matters which we 
cannot legislate upon eas organizations any more than 
Congress can legislate upon matters that are purely state 
or municipal, but the discussion of those matters, gentlemen, 
is of the utmost importance, in order that individual de- 
cisions may be reached with a full knowledge of all the facts. 
A peer of England once said that the most a government 
could do was to make vice difficult and virtue easy. I sav 
to you that the most an organization can do is to make 
success easier and failure more difficult. 

The greatest room in the world is the room for im- 
provement, and the contents of that room, as applied to us, 
are regulated by the space required to hold not only our defects 
but our undeveloped resources and undiscovered opportunities. 
The old saying that if we take care of the little things the larger 
ones will take care of themselves is as true in business 
life as it is in our social and home life, and if we take 
care of the little things in our room for improvement we 
shall uncover those undeveloped opportunities which will 
give the opportunity of our lives. I say to you, gentlemen, 
that we do not any of us realize half as much as we should 
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the opportunities that are around about us waiting to be 


developed. 

I don’t think that I can say very much more to , 

I have just returned from a,trip away out West, where | 
went to convey greetings to an association in. South Dakoia. 
I just returned this afternoon in order to make arrange- 
ments to go to the New York state convention next week 
I am very glad to have been here; very glad to have th 
pleasure of saying these few words to you, and I want to 
tell you that the success of your organization depends larg. 
ly upon you. It does not make any difference whom you have 
for officers, and it does not make any difference what the, 
do unless you will come out and take an interest in the 
proceedings and discuss these questions that come up before 
you. 

Now, gentlemen, I want to thank you for your courteous 
attention and I want to say that if you are dissatisfied you 
can charge it up to my friend Bennett and if there is any 
credit accruing I want it. (Applause.) 

Secretary Matthews’ Address. 

President McKenney introduced Mr. Matthews, the 
secretary of the Minnesota Mutual Retail Hardware 
Dealers’ Insurance Association. 

Mr. Matthews said that before leaving home he 
noticed in the Minneapolis papers the account of the 
disastrous fire at the Coliseum Annex and was fearful 
that it would seriously interfere with the success of 
the convention, but he was surprised on reaching Chi- 
cago to find that the exhibitors had replaced their 
damaged stocks and there was very little to show that 
the exhibitors had suffered any loss. He said further: 
“T have been very much pleased with the work of the 
convention and the exposition down there—something 
we have never been able to have in Minnesota yet, 
not having been able to secure the necessary halls, but 
we hope to have that after this coming convention, 
which will be held in two weeks.” 

Mr. Matthews then gave a brief history of the for- 
mation and rise of the mutual fire insurance organiza- 
tion of the hardware dealers of Minnesota. He said 
it was the first hardware mutual fire insurance com- 
pany that was formed. The business had steadily 
grown from year to year and increased last year 65 
per cent; the dividends had been increased 5 per cent 
a year, so that at the present time all policyholders 
having policies expiring during 1907 would get a 
rebate of nearly one-half—the actual figure being 45 
per cent of the amount of the premium paid in on 
writing the policy. The amount of those dividends 
payable this year was quite a snug sum, amounting 
to something more than forty-one thousand dollars on 
the policies expiring this year. 

Mr. K. Neutson of the Minnesota insurance com- 
pany then addressed the convention at some length, 
explaining his experience in the field as a solicitor of 
fire insurance. 


W. H. Hahn of Missouri Speaks. 


President McKenney then introduced Mr. Wm. H. 
Hahn, president of the Missouri Retail Hardware 


Dealers’ Association. Mr. Hahn said: 

Mr: President and gentlemen:. I can assure you it is 4 
pleasure to me to meet with you this afternoon. I came 
from Missouri, and I came here to be shown. We had a 
convention there a few weeks ago and I was elected presi- 
dent. Now, I came here mostly to see how you ran youl! 

On one feature, especially that show. feature, | 
want to congratulate you. It is certainly a success, and you 
have only had one mishap and that was the fire. Another 
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thing. I think a show of this kind should be run for about 
one week in order to make it a success for the manufacturers 
and the jobbers, because they have no doubt gone to a great

oi and I have never seen such splendid exhibits as are 
shown here to-day. I was certainly surprised. 

Next year we intend to have a new Coliseum in St. 
Louis that will eclipse anything in the country, and that 
will be completed, I think, in time for our state conven- 
tion in Missouri, and we want to make it as great a suc- 


cess aS yours, 
I want to extend to the Illinoisans a hearty welcome 
to our next convention in St. Louis. We had a meeting in 
Kansas City two weeks aga and we certainly had a good 
time and discussed a great many things. 
| have been a crank on fighting department stores. I 
will show you how we stand in St. Louis. To-day we can 
say one thing, that there is not a jobber in the city to-day 
that retails. We are making a strenuous fight all through 
the state with the country dealers and we are doing all we 
can to protect them as far as these catalogue houses are 
concerned, It is the duty of the jobbers to look after you re- 
tailers. 
Executive Session. 

President McKenney called the attention of the 
meeting to the fact that it was an executive meeting of 
the association and he asked all who were not mem- 
bers in good standing of the association, or who were 
not visiting delegates from other state associations, to 
retire from the room. . 

The association then took up the consideration of 
subjects of an executive character, and proceeded to 
liscuss the points suggested in the report of the In- 
vestigating Committee at the morning session. One of 
the questions taken up was that of excluding jobbers 
who were also retailers from the association. A dele- 
gate from Decatur moved that hereafter they be ex- 
cluded from membership in the association. The mo- 
tion was seconded and considerable time was occupied 
in discussing the proposition. 

A delegate from Chicago offered an amendment to 
the motion that it should not refer to those retailing 
jobbers who were already members of the association. 

A delegate from Rock Island moved that the whole 
matter be laid on the table. A standing vote was tak- 
en on the motion to lay on the table, and owing to the 
difficulty in making the count a ballot was taken, 
which resulted in 101 votes in favor of the motic 
to lay on the table and 104 votes in the negative, and 
the motion was declared lost. 

Thereupon the Chicago delegate offered as a sub- 
stitute for his amendment that the subject be referred 
to the Executive Committee with a request that that 
committee report back to the convention the next morn- 
ing theif approval or disapproval of the proposition. 

This motion being seconded and put, resulted in it 
being unanimously adopted, and the matter went over 
for consideration until the next morning. 

The Auditing Committee reported that they had ex- 
amined the books of the Secretary and Treasurer and 
found the same correct. 

Mr. Johnson, of Kewanee, was placed on the Nomi- 
nating Committee in place of Mr. Howe, who was un- 
able to serve. 

Reports of committees were called for. 

The question of sending the entire delegation, which 
the Illinois Association were entitled to, namely eleven 
delegates. to the national meeting in Boston in June,

I can assure you that in selecting this city 
for the second time for our meeting place we all have 
a friendly feeling for Mitchell. It may not be the 
geographical center of the: state. but we are satisfied 
in our own minds that it is the center of business. and 
we are also satisfied in our own minds that it is going 
to be one of the greatest cities of South Dakota, and 
we are gratified at the improvement that we see in just 
the one year that has taken place in this city. I have 
the pleasure this afternoon of introducing to you Mr. 
QO. L. Branson, the Mayor of this beautiful city, who 
will welcome us to the city.” 

Mayor Branson said: 

Mr. President, gentlemen of the convention: I assure 
you, gentlemen, that this convention brings pleasure to the 
citizens of Mitchell. During the past few months, we have 
had many conventions here that have all been good ones 
We have been glad to have had them with us. We hope 
they will all return some time; but I think perhaps I have 
a greater interest in this convention than in any we have 
yet had, for the reason that there was a time in my life 
when I was entitled to full membership in conventions of 
this kind. At one time I became connected with a hard- 
ware firm on the Pacific coast and for two years I did 
all the buying that went to our store, and I have wondered 
how many dealers present to-day could right here buy a 
stock of herdware for a store on the Pacific coast and not 
have some dead stock. 

For instance: Things that were great sellers there I 
have never seen, scarcely ever seen, in a hardware store 
here. A first class hardware store in that country always 
‘ept a good powder house. We were compelled to keep a 
quantity of powder on hand. It was nothing out of the 
rdinary for a single customer to come in and buy a dozen 
boxes of blasting powder at one time. These we sold at 
$5 a box. 

I remember at one time buying a ton of wedges and I 
presume that is something that is hardly ever used in this 
country. That ton of wedges lasted us six months. I re- 





member buying hickory axe handles. We would search all 
over the country for a good, first class, second growth axe 
handle, and when we found the right kind of a handle, one 
that had the right spring to it, no matter what we charged 
for them we could always sell them. Now this may be 
ancient history to you. 

Now I do not intend to go along in this manner, for I 
am willing to admit that in the hardware business | am a 
“has been.” But I will say to you that it is a good business 
and any man who wishes to start up in the hardware busi 
ness and will practice the principles that should be prac 
ticed in any branch of business that we may go into, de- 
serves success. First of all you must buy right; then you 
must be careful of your credit, and last, but not least, you 
must deal on the square with your customers. 

And now, gentlemen, I bid you welcome and I assure 
you that we are more than pleased to have you with us. 
Come again. When you go to your homes, may you feel 
that it has been good for you to have been here and before 
you go to your homes, if you should happen to get up 
against the breakers and should want a little “dough,” just 
present your checks to the First National Bank of Mitchell 
and no questions will be asked. 


Response by E. J. Gregory. 

E. I. Gregory of Alexandria responded to the speech 
of welcome. He said: 

We come to Mitchell to-day recognizing it as a city of 
modern character, and we are pleased to be here. In fact 
we are a good deal like the gentleman who started down 
the street in rather an intoxicated condition and was found 
leaning against the walls of a church. A policeman came 
along and said, “Here, do you belong to this church?” 
He was answered, “I am leaning that way.” We are 
leaning toward Mitchell. Some hardware men have a mis- 
taken idea that we have troubles; but I am here to assure 
you that we have not. Our anti-rust tinware never rusts. 
Our silverware never peels off. Our stoves zre never brok- 
en in shipping. Our freight rates are certainly the lowest that 
could be asked, and in case we need a little extension of time 
as bills fall due, the holders are more than willing to ex- 
tend all the credit we need. In fact we find this to be the 
finest occupation that a person could enter into. We simply 
meet annually to put in circulation a part of our easily 
earned money. I thank the mayor on your behalf for his 
hearty welcome. 

President Hawkins introduced Mr. S. R. Miles of 
Mason City, Iowa, first vice-president of the National 
Retail Hardware Association, who spoke briefly, con- 
gratulating the delegates on their evident enthusiasm. 


The President’s Address. 
President Hawkins then delivered his annual ad- 
dress, in part as follows: 

Fellow members of the South Dzkota Retail Hardware 
Association: It is with a certain degree of satisfaction, if 
not pride, that I welcome you to our second annual conven 
tion. A little over a year ago we met in this hospitable city, 
in this beautiful hall, and organized the South Dakota Hard 
ware Associztion. The number of charter members en 
rolled, and the enthusiasm evinced at that meeting, led our 
national secretary to pronounce it the best first convention 
he had ever attended. With our new bond of fellowship 
established, and strengthened by a friendly interchange of 
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thought and feeling, we left the city full of hope. The 
determination was strong upon us to do the best possible for 
the organization and for the betterment of trade conditions 
in the state, e 

If the completion of our hopes has not been fully real- 
ized, if the work accomplished by the association has fallen 
somewhat short of our earlier expectations, there is yet 
little reason for self censure when we reflect that we have 
had everything to learn and no experience of association 
work to guide us. We have in some measure drawn upon 
the experience of our sister associations. For this help we 
are very grateful. 

It is not my intention at this time to reveal all the dis- 
couragements that we have had as officers of the association; 
but it will be necessary for you to know something of them 
in order to build more wisely in the future. Our faithful 
secretary has exhausted every resource at his command for 
enlarging our membership, with but small success. We now 
have a membership of about 93, as against 72 at our last 
meeting. It will be a subject worthy of discussion by this 
convention how to increase our membership. 


ADVERTISING IN PROGRAMS, 


In my judgment some of the reforms we are interested 
in as an association must be brought about by co-operation 
with the manufacturer and jobber, and in order that there 
should be a perfect understanding there should not be a 
trace of anything that looks like unfair advantage. Some 
of the jobbers seem to feel that it is necessary for them to 
advertise in the association programs, and to take space at 
the convention, or they are liable to lose favor with the 
hardware dealers and thereby lose trade. If the jobber and 
the manufacturer get no money return for advertising in pro- 
grams and for exhibiting at conventions, it would seem to 
be in the nature of a hold-up on the part of the association, 
and certainly should be discontinued. I believe as long as 
there is a feeling among some of the jobbers and manu- 
facturers that they are being unjustly dealt with, that this 
association and all other associations should pass _ resolu- 
tions to the effect that if, in the judgment of the jobber or 
manufacturer, he feels that he is not getting a reasonable 
return for the money expended, the association would not 
hold him under obligations to advertise or to make an 
exhibit at the cgnvention. I believe exhibits are of value 
both to the retailer and to the exhibitor, but I am not so cer- 
tain as to the value of “ads” in souvenir programs. 

Some steps should be taken by the convention to see if 
it is not possible to get the Retail Merchants’ and Hardware 
Dealers’ Association of this state to cut out of their title 
the words “Hardware Dealers.” Outside of the state the 
existence of two hardware associations in the state has 
made an endless amount of confusion and caused many 
letters to be written in explanation by your officers. The 
Retail Merchants’ Association is doing a good work, and 
wherever possible we should pull together, but two hard- 
ware associations in this state must be an annoyance to 
them as well as to ourselves. 


RAILROAD REFORMS NEEDED. 

I am not in sympathy with the feeling that seems to 
pervade our state and nation that the railroad should be 
made the butt of every would-be statesman who thinks it 
necessary, in order to curry favor with the people, to antago- 


nize every interest of the railroads, good or bad. However, . 


there are some reforms we as shippers should demand. One 
of the most vital to us is the prompt delivery of goods. As 
the law now is the railroad compeznies can take as much 
time as they please to deliver goods. There should be a 
law giving them a certain length of time to make a given 
distance, and a penalty imposed for each day over the 
stipulated time. Reforms of this kind must be worked out 
through the aid of our representatives in congress, and 
every member of this association should consider himself a 
committee of one to write to or in other ways interest our 
representatives in this reform. 

There are a number of bills before the legislature at 
Pierre that are of interest to this association. I would rec- 
ommend that the legislative committee get to work, inas- 
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much as the session is so far advanced. One of thes is 
the pure paint bill, copied after the North Dakota |ay. 
Another is a bill to increase the limit in actions in ju: ice 
courts from $100 to $500. Both of these laws have been 
fathered by members of this association, the last one by \\r. 
Richer of Yankton. I believe both laws should have the 
earnest support of every member of this association. 
THE CATALOGUE HOUSE PROBLEM. 

We often read in trade papers, and hear from other 
sources: “Meet the price of the catalogue houses.” In my 
judgment it is impossible for the merchant who does busi- 
ness on the square to meet the price, for they put staples 
and other well-known goods down to cost or below, and 
depend on beating the consumer in something he knows 
nothing about. If we meet the price of the catalogue houses 
we must work on the same basis they work on. We must 
sell staples at cost or less and make it up on something in 
regard to which the consumer is not pasted. For myself, | 
prefer to charge a small profit on all lines and use no 
deception. We should in every way possible work to lay 
bare the deception of these catalogues, and then by fair 
treatment, well-assorted, clean stocks and good roads, mak- 
ing it easy for people to get to our places of business, 
look for success, 

Now, gentlemen, I have but one request to make of 
you, and that is that you do your part to make this con- 
vention a success. If we all come to receive and not to give, 
the convention will be a failure. But it is characteristic of 
the hardware dealer to give, so there is no doubt about the 
success of this convention. 

President Hawkins then announced that the Com- 
mercial Club of Mitchell would entertain the associa- 
tion to-morrow night in the convention hall. 

A motion was then adopted to adjourn until 7:30 p. 
m. 

The Evening Session. 

Meeting called at 7:30, pursuant to adjournment. 

President Hawkins appointed as a press committee 
T. C. DeJean, W. A. Green and J. E. Johnson. He 
also announced that Mr. S. R. Miles of the National 
Association would conduct a Question Box immedi- 
ately after the address of Mr. Vetch. 

Address by Fred J. Vetch. 

Mr. Fred J. Vetch, representing the traveling men 
and jobbers of South Dakota, then addressed the con- 
vention on “The Relations Between the Wholesaler 
and the Retailer.” A general discussion followed. 

The following views were elicited by the question. 
“What Is the Best Method to be Used in Advertising 
Your Business ?” 

Mr. Johnson—Mr. President, I believe that the only 
way the retailer can make a success out of anything, 
I do not care what it is, is first to have unlimited con- 
fidence in the articles, and second, he has got to put 
his whole soul into the sale of it. But if he goes 
into it in a half-hearted way and is afraid his price is 
not right, and afraid of the quality, he is sure to fall 
down. 

METHODS OF ADVERTISING. 

Mr. Jarvis—I have used a great many methods of 
advertising in the past eighteen months, and it depends 
a little on what you want to advertise. I took up the 
proposition of stoves, and one summer I gave away 
one range, and about two months after I gave away 
a heater, and between the two I gave away a gasolene 
stove, and I found it got me acquainted. For the last 
two or three years I have been getting up what I call 
my “Flyer.” I get cuts and I advertise some of the 
little things. They catch better than the big ones. ! 
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have been sending those out once a month. This year 
| have been trying another plan. I have employed the 
papers and use a full page ad. in the paper and change 
it twice a week and will continue so for a year, and in 
my advertising I advertise a great many things that 
are very Cheap. I take the catalogue price for my 
price. I find it has proved a success tome. My busi- 
ness has increased this last year over 50 per cent. 
SHOW-WINDOWS A GOOD AD. 

Mr. Johnson—A show-window is the best advertise- 
ment that a man can have, because it is his front door. 
At this time of the year we have a great deal of trouble 
with the frost; but I have threshed that proposition 
over and over and devised a way to keep my windows 
from freezing; but I think that any time spent in dec- 
orating is one of the best things one can do. 

Mr. Hoag—I was very agreeably surprised at this 
“Flyer” of Mr. Jarvis. I think that that would set 
most any person to thinking. _I assure you that if you 
stop to think for a moment you cannot but realize that 
the majority of the business in this country is gained to 
a certain degree by advertising. If it pays to advertise 
a big business, it does a small one. 

Mr. Stellwagen suggested the idea of photographs in 
advertising. Hesaid: “Have cuts of what some par- 
ticular articles will do and have them made attrac- 
tive, and talk it first and last and all the time.” 

The Strictly Cash Basis. 

The next question discussed was as follows: 

“Is it possible to conduct a paying hardware busi- 
ness on a strictly cash basis?” 

“In the locality where a person has always done a 
large credit business, can a merchant change to a 
strictly cash business with success ?” 

Messrs. DeJean, Hawkins and Campbell spoke on 
this subject. 

The question of the mechanics’ lien law was then 
discussed by Messrs. Hawkins, W. A. Barber and 
Miles. 

The convention then adjourned to meet in executive 
session next morning.

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STOVE PIPES AND CHIMNEY SIZES. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In answer to your correspondent, H. F. Wilson, of 
Henderson, Iowa, who asked in your issue of Febru- 
ary 9, what is the best size of chimney for a six-inch 
stove pipe and for a seven-inch stove pipe, permit me 
to say that for both sizes I think a chimney 12x12 
inside measurement is best,—that is, one in which the 
bricklayer uses two and one-half bricks each way. It 
is not advisable to have a chimney too small in area, 
especially where soft coal is used. An eight or nine- 
inch chimney would soon become clogged up with 
soot where the fuel is soft coal, so the larger size of 


chimney is to be preferred. If several stove pipes | 


enter the chimney it is also advisable that it should 
have a good large area. 

Of course, the ideal chimney is rounded on the in- 
side. The Chicago ordinance requires brick chimneys 
to be lined. The lining is of tile material, which comes 
in either rounded, square, or oblong shapes to fit all 
sizes and shapes of chimneys, but the thickness of the 
material only reduces the diameter of the chimney a 
trifle, while making it smooth on the inside obviates 
the difficulty often experienced through leaks of cold 
air between the bricks. iow

I notice in your issue of February 9 that one of 
your subscribers, Mr. H. F. Wilson, writes from Hen- 
derson, Iowa, to learn the best size of chimney for six- 
inch stove pipe and also for seven-inch. Now I am of 
the opinion that a chimney 9x9, rounded on the inside, 
is best for all purposes. It should be plastered smooth- 
ly on the inside so that the heat can ascend without 
friction and such a chimney will be found most eco- 
nomical in the use of fuel. 

Chimneys should not be very much larger than the 
smoke pipes entering them, for the simple reason that 
if a large amount of heavy cold air falls into a chim- 
ney it is difficult to overcome it with a comparatively 
small amount of hot smoke. RH. t

In regard to the best size for chimney for 7-inch 
stove pipe, I would say that it depends largely on the 
height of the flue. There is more in the height of any 
flue than the size to make good draft. A round flue 
is the best, a square one the next best, and an oblong 
the last resort, and a flue 4%4x8, a tolerably common 
flue, and entirely too common, is about the worst ex- 
cuse in the way of a flue that could be made. 

An 8-inch square flue is about right for a 7-inch 
pipe if it is reasonably high, and making it much 
larger will not help the draft. There is danger of 
getting it too large. There are nearly double the 
amount of square inches in an 8x8 flue as in a 7-inch 
pipe, 38 to 64. The thing to do with a 7-inch pipe 
proposition is to build an 8x8 flue as near the blue 
sky as possible.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 


In the Western markets a fairly good spring trade 
in hardware is going on. The demand for wire nails 
continues in large proportions, and while there has 
not been a further advance in prices it is pointed out 
that unless the demand abates somewhat there will 
be severe shortage of goods and slower shipments 
later in the season. 

The advances made in the Chicago markets are 
firmly maintained. 

The weather conditions in the East and central 
West caused a temporary lull in the volume of busi- 
ness but normal conditions were resumed this week. 
Prices show few changes, but the market is strong 
and some commodities are still advancing. 

The demand for inside finishing goods in builders’ 
hardware continues very strong, this business not 
having been affected by the weather. 

The general volume of business is steady and appar- 
ently on the increase. Many jobbers report trade 
ahead of that of last year at this time, when heavy 
purchases were being made in anticipation of higher 
prices. Unusually early orders for spring goods for 
shipment weeks earlier than usual are reported. 
Wintry weather in the central West has caused a 
good demand for seasonable goods. 





TIN PLATE. 


Tin plates are firm and in good demand for the 
season. There is a heavy demand for delivery during 
the second and third quarters at a premium of Ioc 
per box. Mills are working to their full capacity, 
with plenty of business booked ahead. An advance

COPPER. 


Copper continues in steady demand at unchanged 
prices, Chicago quotations being 2634¢ for casting and 
27¢ for Lake. Consumers are not able to get all they 
want, and quotations, especially in the East, are nom- 
inal for all deliveries this side of May in Lake and 
electrolytic. There has been a slight reduction in 
casting copper, owing to arrivals from Europe and 
offers of some lots for prompt shipment. 

Manufactured copper was advanced 2c per Ib. late 
last week, the base price of sheet copper being now 
32c. Yellow metal is firm, but not quotably higher, the 
base price of dimensions being 24c. Sheathing metal 
is quoted at 22c, keel and stem metal at 24c and nails 
at 23¢c.

The market for iron and steel bars is unchanged, 
with continued good demand, specifications being 
heavy and considerable new business coming forward. 
Deliveries, especially of steel bars, are slow. Steel 
bars are quoted Chicago at $1.76%' to $1.81” 
and iron bars are quoted from stock at $2.25, full 
extras. 


PIG IRON. 


The pig iron market is quieter than for several 
months past but there is still a fair amount of business 
doing. The demand for spot iron, it is thought, has 
been in a measure satisfied and there is a somewhat 
easier tone in the market for early delivery. Oi 
course it must be remembered that many furnaces are 
sold into the fourth quarter of this year, and som 
authorities are now calculating upon a lull during the 
first half of 1908. 

There is little ground for any expectation of lower 
prices but a bear movement in the market is apparent 
The furnace men, however, are very firm in their 
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prices, and the consumption of pig iron remains at 
a high figure. The production shows a marked fall- 
ing off and the total output for February is expected 
to fall considerably below the average. Furnaces are 
still behind on shipments and under these circum- 
stances prices might be expected to hold at present 
strength. 

It is reported that Southern pig iron has been 
offered as low as $18, but this was for fourth quarter 
only and the quotation is not confirmed. Fabulous 
reports have been in circulation about Southern iron 
and are thought to have originated on the bear side 
of the market. 

The Southern freight situation is unrelieved. 
Though the railroads have postponed the advance in 
rates, on pig iron to March 3 they appear helpless 
to move iron from the South in a satisfactory manner, 
and the accumulation in Southern yards continues, 
with the congestion as bad as ever. 

Taken altogether, the pig iron situation is a puzzle 
to many in the trade. An element of weakness has 
appeared, though prices have not been affected. The 
basis of $24 for No. 2 foundry Chicago is main- 
tained, but there are many varying opinions as to the 
future.

Matthew Addy & Company will say in their weekly re- 
port: ; 

“At no time since the-strenuous times in pig iron be- 
ran has the real situation been worse than it is to-day. 
foundry iron is in such short: supply that any large quan- 
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tity is unobtainable, and scores of consumers are in con- 
stant distress because they have not enough iron to run 
regularly. The manager of one of the large foundries in 
this locality said the other day as though it were a matter 
on which. he was to be sincerely congratulated that he had 
enough iron ahead to run full for four days. This is quite 
the usual state of affairs. Foundry after foundry has been 
obliged to shut down, sometimes for only a day and some- 
times for a week or more. The large as well as the small 
consumers have been for three months and are now running 
on the edge of trouble. Practically there are no reserve 
stocks of iron anywhere in consumers’ yards. Nor is there 
any immediate prospect of a change for the better. The 
furnaces as a rule are much behind in contract deliveries. 
They have had their peculiar troubles in not getting sup- 
plies of coke or ore or being short of labor, while unex- 
pected accidents have been unusually numerous. Then the 
railroads, particularly in the South, have contributed their 
share by not being able to supply enough cars to haul the 
iron that was made. In the South stocks of iron are 
steadily increasing. It was hoped this month that the rail- 
roads would work out of their difficulties, but no signs are 
yet visible of this devoutly wished consummation. 

“Recently there have been many rumors of weak spots 
in the market. But actual conditions are more stringent 
than ever, and the prices that are being paid for spot and 
forward iron are top quotations. As far as we can make 
out, these rumors have no real basis in truth. The only 
thing that has happened is that three weeks ago there was a 
tremendous buying movement, while to-day the volume of 
purchasing is not so large. But this is natural. Such a 
buying movement as we had then would have cleaned the 
country out of iron in a month. And to-day there is a fine 
business right along. Every furnace in the country has 
lately been offered order after order that has been refused 
simply because the iron could not be furnished in the speci- 
fied time. Certainly this state of affairs when orders go 
knocking from door to door without finding a hospitable 
reception does not indicate anything but the strongest kind 
of a market.” 


Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: 

“Demand for last half business continues in good volume 
Inquiry for early shipment has subsided somewhat, due 
undoubtedly to inability of sellers or buyers to find any iron 
available for early movement. Prices in all districts are 
steady. Special grades are in particular demand for all deliv- 
eries, the higher Silicon Silvery irons particularly, and any- 
thing offering for nearby shipment finds ready sale. A cdndi- 
tion which has been predicted is certainly upon the pig iron 
trade, and those who are not covered for their entire require- 
ments during the first half are now aware that it is going to 
be exceedingly difficult to do so. On account of the now 
seasonable weather which has been holding the east and west 
alike in its grip, production has not improved and movement 
of all traffic is badly impeded. 

“The delay in advance of freight rates from the south until 
March sth has been a source of much satisfaction to the man- 
ufacturers, as they felt that had this advance been made at 
time scheduled it would have placed them in a very unfor- 
tunate position, for which they were not in any way to blame. 

“As has been commented on before, the Bessemer business 
for the balance of the year is in excellent shape and it is 
currently reported that the Bessemer Association, which con- 
prises the greater number of Valley furnaces making this class 
of iron, have contracted for 80 per cent of its 1907 output. 

“Coke is in better demand, several sales for extended deliv- 
eries having been closed. Prices are without change and are
